Members of the Sedalia Water Board 
receiv ed a v ariety of good news at their 
monthly 
meeting 
Wednesday 
night, 
ranging from a “ clean” y early au dit to 
commendations from the Department of 
Natu ral Resou rces (DNR) on their plant 
operation. 
The water department receiv ed a 
"clean opinion” from William Boodro, 
representativ e from the au diting firm of 
Haskins & Sells, who staled the firm 
“ fou nd nothing wrong with the accou nts 
at all.” 


The y early au dit, which is requ ired by 
a city bond ordinant'C, cost $5,6 50. 
According to the au dit, the depart­ 
ment’s total operating rev enu e increased 
from $9 03,511 in 19 76 to $9 57,138 in 19 77; 
total operating ex penses increased from 
$379 ,021 in 19 76 to $417,89 0 in 19 77; net in­ 
come for the y ear was $258,255 in 19 76 
and $247,6 41 in 19 77; gross sales of water 
increased from $884,76 5 in 19 76 to $9 24,9 6 3 
in 1977 with the net operating rev enu e 
showing a slight decrease from $286 ,9 87 
in 19 76 to $284,233 in 19 77. Total gallons 
pu mped by the department increased 
from 1,025,9 59 in 19 76 to 1,104,6 77 in 19 77. 
Upon the recommendation of the 
au diting firm, Herb Tay lor, m anager of 
the water department, reported he will 
condu ct a one-to-two-month stu dy to re­ 
ev alu ate the cu rrent 5 per cent ov erhead 
rate charged for oHice paperwork costs 
on new constru ction projects u ndertaken 
by the department.

The city ’s bu dget mu st be adopted by 
the cou ncil by mid-Ju ly . 
Hamm's requ est amou nts to a $9 .287 
increase ov er last y ear’s bu dget That 
bu dget application, which totaled $16 ,552 
for operational ex penses, was drafted by 
former Economic Dev elopment Director 
John Hequ embou rg. 
The largest single item on the new

Hamm is asking $8 ,^ for adv ertising, a 
S4.280 increase ov er 19 77. 
“1 approach economic dev elopment as 
a marketing program .” said Hamm,

He said the bu dget wou ld allow an in­ 
crease in national adv ertising, which 
Hamm credits in part with bringing new 
indu stry to Sedalia.

This 5 per cent figu re has 
been u sed to compu te paperwork costs 
since at least 19 51. when he joined the 
water department, Tay lor said. In Jef­ 
ferson City , Tay lor noted, this percent­ 
age figu re for paperwork costs is arou nd 
20 per cent of the total constru ction cost. 
Tay lor emphasized that this paper­ 
work cost is added on only for new con­ 
stru ction projects, su ch as bu ilding or ex ­ 
tending water lines, and not for ordinary 
repair projects.

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State unveils energy savings plan 


JEFFERSO N CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) 
— 
Gov. 
Joseph P 
Teasdale and Department of 
Natural Resources Director 
Carolyn Ashford unveiled the 
state's energy conservation 
plan here Wednesday, predict­ 
ing it would reduce the state’s 
energy consumption by be­ 
tween 5 and 8 per cent by 1980. 


Included in the plan are pro­ 
grams to promote energy effi­ 
ciency standards for new con­ 
struction, industrial energy 
conservation, 
transportation 
ride-sharinj, modification of 
existing structures for better 
energy efficiency and utility 
involvement in energy conser­ 
vation. The program has been 
sent to Washington for federal 
approval. 


Absent from the plan were 
earlier proposals to tax gas 
guzzling automobiles as 
recommended by a subcom­ 
mittee of an energy advisory 
group. 
Mrs. Ashford said her agen­ 
cy and the governor's office 
developed the plan to achieve 
the federally-required reduc­ 
tion of 5 per cent of energy us­ 
ed in 1980. She said that goal 
would be achieved without the 
tax on high gasoline consump­ 
tion cars. 


Included in the proposal 
are: 
—A Public Service Commis­ 
sion ruling providing for no 
new residential or commer­ 
cial buildings utility service 
unless those structures meet 


energyefficient standards as 
of Dec. 31,1978, 
—Adoption by local code 
authorities of thermal effi­ 
ciency and lighting efficiency 
standards 
for new 
and 
renovated buildings and for 
new commercial and institu­ 
tional buildings. 
—A working arrangement 
between the 
N a t u r a l 
Resources Deparment and the 
state Division of Commerce 
and Industrial Development to 
attract energy-efficient in­ 
dustries into the state. 


—An agreement with the 
PSC to establish a program to 
involve 
gas and electric 
utilities in actively promoting 
residential energy conserva­ 
tion investments. 


Many of the proposals will 
require legislative approval. 
Including: 
—An appropriation of $5 
million for loans to poor 
homeowners to pay for in­ 
sulating their homes. 
— Tax 
I n c e n t iv e s to 
stimulate homeowners to in­ 
sulate their homes. 
— L a w s e s t a b lis h in g 
energy-efficlency standards 
for appliances and appliance 
labelling. 


—Appropriations to create a 
revolving loan fund for small 
businesses 
to purchase 
energy-efficient equipment. 
—Creation of a $50 million 
bonding authority 
to ac­ 
celerate adoption of energy- 
efficient technology and alter- 


nate energy systems in 
Missouri industries. 
—Tax incentives to corpora- 
tions encouraging the 
establishment of carpools. 
“ This is the first step in 
developing a strong energy 
program 
in M issouri,” 
Teasdale said. “ Major recom­ 
mendations 
are aimed at 


developing programs to help 
homeowners and businessmen 
reduce their energy costs." 
Hearings on the plan will be 
held over the next six weeks. 
If the Federal Energy Ad 
ministration approves the pro­ 
posal, the state would get up to 
$3 million in energy conserva­ 
tion funds.

JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo, 
(AP) — Two stale officials 
have been appointed by Gov 
Joseph P Teasdale to serve on 
the Executive Ethics Board. 


Myles J. Crowe, director of 
the Division of Accounting 
within the Office of Ad­

Bernstein, finance director for 
the Department of Social Ser­ 
vices, were named to the 
board Wednesday. Teasdale 
established the board in an ex­ 
ecutive order issued May 19. 
The board will oversee im­ 
plementation of the order, 
which provides for economic 
disclosure and a code of ethics 
for major state officials. 


JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo 
(AP) 
Alberta Slavin, one of 
the state's leading utility con­ 
sumer advocates and presi­ 
dent of the Utility Consumers 
Council of Missouri, indicated 
Wednesday night she has been 
offered the remaining seat on 
the Missouri Public Service 
Commission. 
Although she declined to say 
directly 
that Gov. 
Joseph 
Teasdale offered her the post, 
she said, “ I’ve talked with the 
governor once about it, but I 
haven’t 
given him 
my 
answer ’’ 
Sources close to the situa­ 
tion confirmed she had been 
offered the job. 
In a telephone Interview, 
Mrs. Slavin described the 
possibility of her apnpolnt- 
ment to succeed A. Robert 
Pierce, who will resign June 
13, as “ in the rumor stage." 
Mrs. Slavin, 47, of Clayton, 
has been a continuous oppo­ 
nent of utility rate increases 
as well as a proponent of in­ 
creased consumer rights and 
consumer involvement in utili­ 
ty regulation. 
* The wife of a St. Louis physi­ 
cian and the mother of four, 
Mrs. Slavin made an unsuc­ 
cessful bid for the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant 
governor last summer, tying 
her campaign to an anti-utility 
initiative that was approved 
by voters in the fall. 
Cliff Saddis, a top aide to 
Gov. Joseph Teasdale, declin­ 
ed to comment on whether 
Mrs Slavin had been offered 
the commission post. He said 
only that six persons were be­ 
ing seriously considered to 
complete the final 22 months 
of Pierce’s term. 
Commission Chairman 
James Mulvaney, who said 
last month he had asked to be 
consulted on Teasdale’s com­ 
mission nominations, 
also 
refused to comment on the 
status of Mrs. Slavin. 
She would be the second 
woman named by Teasdale to 
the commission if she accepts. 


Teasdale named Leah Brock 
McCartney to the PSC earlier 
this week. 
"Part of the problem is this 
whole area of timing and how 
to handle it (the appoint­ 
ment)," Mrs. Slavin said. 
“ There has been some discus­ 
sion on how to approach it." 
A commission appointment 
needs Senate confirmation 
before it becomes permanent. 
If confirmation is not received 
before the June 15 legislative 
adjournment, an appointee 
would have to serve on an in­ 
terim basis until next January 
when the Senate could con­ 
sider the appointment. The 
state law also requires all 
commissioners to live in Jef­ 
ferson City 
The problem of having to 
serve for six months before 
knowing whether the Senate 
would confirm her, plus the re­ 
quirement that she live in Jef­ 
ferson City while on the com­ 
mission, are the major con­ 
siderations in Mrs. Slavin’s 
decision, she said. 
“ I cannot move the family," 
she said, “ these are just prob­ 
lems 1 would have to wrestle 
with. I certainly am in the 
position that 1 don’t want to 
keep them (the governor’s of­ 
fice) 
dangling. They^ may 
want to consider someone 
else” 
Mrs. Slavin said she would 
probably reach a decision 
within the next few days, “ I 
should know where I am on it 
after the research is done,” 
she said, not specifying the 
kind of research 
Republican Sen. A. Clifford 
Jones in whose St. Louis Coun­ 
ty district Mrs. Slavin lives, 
says he will not recommend 
any appointees to the Senate 
before the end of this session. 


The third member of the 
board is its chairman, Thomas 
Larson, the governor’s legal 
counsel.

It dawned on me that

there was something 
wrong with the gradu ­ 
ating class.

snap p ing p hotos of them. The M to Z 
grou p straggled behind listlessly , failing 
to keep in step , knowing that by the time 
they walked by their p arents wou ld hav e 
ru n ou t of film. 


After the hy mns and sp eeches the 
p resident started to award the dip lomas. 
The au dience wou ld be u p for the A’s and 
the B’s and these stu dents wou ld get the 
lou dest ap p lau se. Bu t 1 noticed as time 
went on the crowd wou ld become more 
and more bored, and the ap p lau se got 
less and less. By the time the p resident 
got to Mindlin, the only ap p lau se y ou 
cou ld hear was from the gradu ate’s 
relativ es.

State Dept, red tape 


may hav e sav ed liv es

WASHINGTON — Bu reau cratic red 
tap e, if not President C arter’s hu man 
rights p olicies, may hav e sav ed a few 
p oor sou ls in El Salv ador from being gu n­ 
ned down by the military dictatorship ’s 
tin soldiers. The incident is worth record­ 
ing 
as 
sa d 
e v id e nc e 
th a t 
the 
bu reau crats in their State Dep artment 
cu bicles were p ay ing little attention to 
the President’s statem ents. Early in 
Febru ary , the military gov ernment of El 
Salv ador p laced 
an order with an 
American arm s dealer for $%,227 .8 5 
worth of weap ons, inclu ding hollow-p oint 
bu llets and su bmachine gu ns. These u gly 
goods, according to license ap p lications 
filed with the State Dep artm ent, were 
needed for “ internal secu rity ” The ap ­ 
p lications didn’t mention that the gov ern­ 
ment had schedu led national elections on 
Feb. 20, and ex p ected trou ble from a 
restiv e p op u lace. The weap ons were to 
be u sed, ap p arently , against op p onents 
of the military regime. 


State Dep artm ent officials ap p rov ed 
the sale, with the ex cep tion of a few 
items, in time for deliv ery before the 
election. Bu t in a bu reau cracy , a decision 
is seldom final. Any bu reau crat worth his 
salt will seek the endorsement of others 
to redu ce his own liability . The weap ons 
sale ap p rov al, therefore, was bu cked to 
other desks for comment. 


The national elections were held in El 
Salv ador, meanwhile, withou t the ex tra 
hollow-p oint bu llets and su bmachine 
gu ns. Ballot box es, conv eniently stu ffed 
beforehand, were su bstitu ted for the real 
thing. Additional v otes were cast in the 
names of citizens in the cemeteries. 


Poll watchers, who q u estioned these 
tactics, were intimidated and arrested. 
To no one’s great su rp rise, the military - 
backed candidates were triu mp hant. 
Protests by the op p osition p arty were 
bru tally su p p ressed. The gov ernment 
claimed only fiv e p eop le were killed, bu t 
ou r sou rces say at least a hu ndred El 
Salv adorans died. 


This sort of u np leasantness cou ld hav e 
backfired on the officials who ap p rov ed 
the arm s sale. They reconsidered the ap ­ 
p rov al which, blessedly , was still cir- 


cu lating in the bu reau cratic laby rinth. 
A« one official p u t it delicately : "The 
p assage of time had p rodu ced a different 
set of conditions in El Salv ador.’’ 


The p rev iou s decision, therefore, was 
rev oked. The sale of some weap ons was 
flatly disap p rov ed; others were held u p 
for 
“ fu rthe r 
consid eration” 
The 
bu reau crats, in other words, had u nwit­ 
tingly p rev ented the sale of arm s which 
p robably wou ld hav e been u sed by the 
military dictatorship to fire u p on those 
who dared to p rotest the frau du lent elec­ 
tions.

PEOPLE POISONING - Thou sands of 
p eop le hav e been p oisoned and at least 40 
p eop le hav e died du ring the p ast fiv e 
y ears as a resu lt of the ov eru se of 
p esticides in Central America. The cot­ 
ton fields hav e been satu rated with some 
tox ic chemicals that are now banned in 
the United States. 


These are the findings of a United Na­ 
tions env ironmental team, which con­ 
du cted an 18 -month stu dy of p esticide u se 
in 
the 
cotton-growing 
areas of El 


Salv ador, Gu atam ala, Hondu ras and 
Nicaragu a. 


“To 
v ary ing 
degrees,’’ 
the 
team 
rep orted, "almost all comp onents of the 
Central American ecosy stem hav e been 
affected” In 16 00 samp les, the team 
fou nd v ariou s lev els of highly tox ic DDT. 
deadly Parathion, and the su sp ected 
cancer-cau sing Tox op hene. 


The reckless u se of p esticides has gone 
on for ov er 15 y ears u nder the au sp ices of 
the wealthy Central American families 
who own many of the cotton p lantations. 
They ’v e made hu ge fortu nes by selling 
cotton to Asian cou ntries which, in tu rn, 
manu factu re clothing for U.S. markets. 


At the sam e time, the env ironmental 
dev astation cau sed by the p esticides has 
forced some imp ov erished small farm ­ 
ers to leav e their land. Their p itifu l p lots 
hav e become so contaminated that they 
cannot grow enou gh corn and beans. This 
has tu rned them into p eons who su rv iv e 
by working for the large cotton p lanta­ 
tions.

The final indignity comes when the stu ­ 
dent gradu ates from college or u niv ersi­ 
ty and can’t find a job. He or she then has 
to go to the u nemp loy ment office to p ick 
u p a check. Ackerman gets his by 9 :30 in 
the morning and can sp end the rest of the 
afternoon at the mov ies. Zu ckerman is 
still there u ntil 5 and has blown the whole 
day . 


What is obv iou sly needed is an Eq u al 
Alp habetical 
Rights 
Amendment 
to 
gu arantee against discrimination in last 
names. I’v e only talked to two p eop le 
abou t it.

The 
Bu rger Cou rt is sp lendidly v ilified What 
memories it all brings back' 


Ju st 2:1 y ears ago — it seems ev en 
longer — some of u s who are not ACLU 
la w y e rs 
w ere

lu gu briou s 
q u estions. 
We were then denou nc­ 
ing the Warren Cou rt 
for tramp ling u p on the 
Constitu tion. We were 
howling, bay ing, growl­ 
ing, 
groaning 
Bill­ 
boards demanded that 
E arl W’arren be im­ 
p eached 
As one de­ 
cision 
followed 
an­ 
Kilpatrick 


other — desegregation, 
reap p ortion­ 
ment, school p ray er, Miranda — bit­ 
terness y ielded to desp air. The Constitu ­ 
tion indeed had been abandoned. 


Well, it all goes to show^ that these 
things dep end u p on one’s p oint of v iew. It 
is the old story of the ox that is gored. 
What is one m an’s steak is another m an’s 
dog food In his p olemical p iece in Satu r­ 
day Rev iew, Lau ghlin McDonald is say ­ 
ing the same kind of things abou t Warren 
Bu rger that some of u s u sed to say abou t 
Earl Warren And he is no wiser now 
than we were then 


McDonald is Sou thern regional direc­ 
tor for the American Civ il Liberties 
Union Fou ndation. He charges that the 
cou rt u nder Bu rger is “nailing u p its 
doors,’’ leav ing the p oor and downtrod­ 
den withou t remedy or redress 
The 
cou rt’s op inions 
are 
“ constitu tional 
disasters” 
Nearly 
ev ery thing 
the 
Bu rger Cou rt does is designed to keep 


p eop le ou t of cou rt. This is his p erora­ 
tion: 


“As things are now dev elop ing. Bu rger 
Cou rt decisions will mean a redu ction in 
constitu tional 
p rotection, 
and 
in 
freedom, for all of u s ... All ou r freedoms 
will be diminished, and as the Constitu ­ 
tion begins to atrop hy throu gh lack of en­ 
forcement, 
increased 
constitu tional 
v iolations will be encou raged and will oc­ 
cu r Ou r institu tions of gov ernment will 
become more and more p rone to abu se 
and less and less reliable. There will be 
an ev er increasing, p alp able deteriora­ 
tion 
in 
the 
q u ality 
of 
A m erican 
democracy and in American life” 


What abou t all this? It is nonsense, of 
cou rse. Under the Bu rger Cou rt, the old, 
original 
Constitu tion 
has 
been 
re­ 
v italized The Bu rger conserv ativ es, ap ­ 
p ly ing sou nd p rincip les of constitu tional 
constru ction, hav e rev iv ed the concep ts 
of federalism that Earl W arren had near­ 


ly destroy ed. Thanks to Bu rger and his 
colleagu es, p alp ably gu ilty defendants 
no 
longer 
are 
ex tended 
q u ite 
the 
ridicu lou s solicitu de they enjoy ed in 
Warren’s day . 


McDonald’s basic charge will not stand 
u p . If the Bu rger Cou rt is try ing to keep 
p eop le ou t of the federal cou rts, it has 
signally failed in that effort. In the p ast 
eight y ears, as Bu rger recently told the 
American Law Institu te, district cou rt 
civ il filings hav e gone from 77,000 a y ear 
to 130,000 a y ear. Claims u nder the Social 
Secu rity Act hav e gone from fewer than 
fiv e p er district to more than 10,000 for 
the 9 4 districts. Habeas corp u s and civ il 
rights cases brou ght by federal and state 
p risoners hav e increased from 2,000 in 
I9 6 0 to 19 ,000 in 19 76 . 


The Su p reme Cou rt cannot v alidly be 
accu sed of disdaining the kind of cases 
McDonald is griev ing abou t. In the p ast 
eight y ears, the cou rt has decided 9 9 


cases inv olv ing the rights of racial 
minorities, 41 inv olv ing p risoners, p roba­ 
tioners and p arolees, 27 inv olv ing the 
rights of welfare recip ients, 25 inv olv ing 
freedom of sp eech and religion, 21 affect­ 
ing women's rights, 15 dealing with the 
right to cou nsel, 11 concerned with il­ 
legitimate children, 10 with stu dents’ 
rights, and so on.

Tax changes sent to govenor

JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo. 
(AP) — Revision of the state 
income tax forms adopted by 
the state House Wednesday 
and sent to Gov. Joseph P. 
Teasdale could relieve 
Missouri taxpayers who are 
now being double-taxed as 
much as $9 million a year. 
Half of the taxpayers who 
are affected by the double tax­ 
ation, however, are breaking 
the law to avoid it now, ac­ 
cording to Rep. Fred Dyer, R- 
St. Charles, who handled the 
bill in the House. 
House 
members agreed with Dyer 
after little debate and endors­ 
ed the m easure on a 
unanimous vote. 
Dyer says the problem 
arises because state income 
tax calculations are based on 
the federal income taxes. If a 
taxpayer received a tax re­ 
fund from the state, he must, 
under current law, declare 
that amount as income on his 
next year’s federal income tax 
llirm. 


But by adding that refund to 
income for federal purposes, 
the taxpayer is automatically 
adding it to his income for 
state tax purposes, even 
though he already paid taxes 
on that money the year before. 
In other House action, 
representatives began con­ 
sidering a proposal to allow 
parents who pay tuition for 
their children to attend 
private elementary and 
secondary schools a tax 
break. Under that bill, parents 
could deduct tuition costs of up 
to $500 a child on their state in­ 
come taxes. 
The Senate, meanwhile, ap­ 
proved a bill extending a 
transportation sales tax for 
the Kansas City and St. Louis 
metropolitan areas. The 
measure now goes to the 
governor. 
Establishment of an energy 
research agency was narrow­ 
ly defeated in the Senate, even 
though it is a priority of 
Teasdale’s administration. 


The proposed panel would 
study energy development in 
the state. 
Debate on the tax break for 
parents paying tuition to 
private schools for their 
children began, but final 
House action was delayed. 
Representatives were con­ 
sidering a proposal offered by 
Rep^ 
F r e d L y n n , D- 
Springfield, which calls for 
Missourians to vote on the 
issue of tax breaks for private 
school tuition in a referendum 
vote. 
“ A d ecis io n of the 
magnitude of this proposal 
should be submitted to the 
people," Lynn said. He added 
allowing the tax breaks would 
encourage establishment of 
private schools and “ could 
create some real problems for 
the educational system in 
Missouri in future years." 
St. Louis Democrat Edward 
Sweeney, who handled the bill 
in the House, said the measure 
“ recognizes the sacrifices of 


parents who are taking part of 
the burden that would other­ 
wise fall on the state.” 
The transportation sales tax 
for St. Louis and Kansas City 
which cleared the Senate 
would be extended through 
1979. The tax is to support the 
Bi-State Transit Authority in 
St. Louis and the Area Transit 
Authority in Kansas City. The 
present sales tax is due to ex­ 
pire at the end of this year. 
A proposal to establish a 
state Energy Resources 
Authority within the Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources 
fell one vote short of the 18 
votes necessary for approval. 
The House had already ap­ 
proved the measure. 
The agency would coor­ 
dinate and plan state-funded 
energy 
research, 
develop 
demonstration projects and 
conduct studies in the energy 
field. 
Sen. Richard Webster. R- 
Carthage. offered a change to 
the bill limiting the agency to 


a two-year existence rather 
than five as originally propos- 
ed. 
That change was 
approved. 
Sen. 
Emory 
Melton, R- 
Cassville, sought to limit the 
number of persons the agency 
could employ by proposing the 
DNR use only 
current 
employes. That amendment 
was adopted. 
H o w e v e r , 
with four 
members £.bsent, the Senate 
rejected the proposal, 12-17, 


But the Senate did approve 
establishing an interim com­ 
mittee to study the energy 
problem. Senators defeated, 
however, a proposal to hire an 
executive director and staff 
for the panel. The measure 
still needs approval in the 
House. 
In other Senate action, final 
approval was given a bill 
which makes it illegal to make 
copies of tapes, phonograph 
records or films without the 
consent of the owner.

“ In a way, to stop at the cir­ 
cuit court is kind of a wasted 
motion if you’re really intent 
on your position,” Barvick 
said on Wednesday. 
Kinder, 
in a three-page 
order issued earlier this week, 
said the commission’s 1976 
order permitting electric 
utilities under its jurisdiction 
to recover increased fuel costs 
through automatic rate hikes 
was “ supported by competent 
and substaiitial evidence” 
Meanwhile, a commission 
spokesman said the PSC staff 
is currently reviewing audits 
of several electric companies 
to determine whether 
customers were overcharged 
through misapplication of the 
so-called fuel 
adjustment 
clause. 
Under provisions of the 
revised fuel adjustment rate 
hike procedure authorized last 
year, overcharges must be 
returned to customers with 6 
per cent interest. No refunds 
have been made yet, the 
spokesman said. 


Following extensive hear­ 
ings last spring, the commis­ 
sion agreed to permit con­ 
tinuation of the fuel adjust­ 
ment rate increase method, 
but it revised its original 1974 
order on the matter to limit 
recovery to the increased cost 
of coal. The initial two-year 
trial for fuel adjustment also 
allowed recovery of oil and 
natural gas cost increases. 
Commission records showed 
that in 1975, the automatic in­ 
crease method hiked the 
a v e r a g e 
r e s i d e n t i a l 
customer’s monthly bill from 
60 cents to $4.76 depending on 
the utility company and the 
time of year. 
Barvick along with the Utili­ 
ty 
Consumers Council of 


Missouri challenged the 
validity of the order on several 
grounds. They claimed the 
PSC had no legal authority to 
permit such hikes, that if it did 
utilities were still not required 
to show an emergency need

Water condition 
hampers fishing

Weekend rains, a rising lake level, murky water and 
Memorial Day eongestion that resembled a “ madhouse,” ac­ 
cording to one resort owner, combined to slow fishing on 
most areas of the Lake of the Ozarks this past week. 
But dock and marina people see better fishing, possibly by 
this weekend, once the lake .stabilizes somewhat and the 
water clears. 
Bass and crappie have been hard to come by on all areas of 
the lake, with white bass and catfish best bets. 


COLE CAMP - TURKEY CREEKS; Crappie, white bass 
and catfish all spotty at Cole Camp Creek area. White bass 
are being taken on Bayou Bogies, Sonics and Mepps spinners. 
Most catfish are being caught on trotlines. C-rappie are 
following no patterns. Bass fishing has come to a virtual 
standstill. Water is high and murky. 
Nine flatheads, carp or buffalo each weighing more than 11 
pounds were brought in over the weekend at Russ’s Resort in 
the Turkey Creek area. A few crappie are showing up here 
and there, but not enough to establish any patterns Water is 
high and murky. 


ZORA — IVY BEND; A few spoonbill and catfish are turn­ 
ing up, but all other species are rated fair to poor. Water is 
high and murky after weekend rains. 


GRAVOIS MILLS; White bass are rated excellent at night 
on black jigs. Several limits have been taken in recent days 
with some nice walleye showing up, too. Black bass fishing 
also has begun to pick up — most being caught on single spins 
or topwaters. Catfish are rated good on either trotline or pole. 
Preferred baits are shad or big minnows for trotlines and 
shrimp for stillfishing. Crappie are spotty. 


SUNRISE BEACH; Black jigs fished at night over gravel 
bars are bringing in good stringers of white bass with a few 
walleyes showing up, too A few catfish are being taken on 
trotlines — mostly whites or channels in the 4-to 5-pound 
class. Crappie are running small Black bass are poor. 


NIANGUA; White bass are spotty with most being taken on 
jigs or by trolling Crappie and catfish have also been scat­ 
tered. with most of the latter showing up on shad-baited 
trotlines. “ The water’s getting in good shape, though,” said 
Ted Matthews of Lake Park Marina. “ 1 think one of the 
reasons for the fishing slowdown is that the rising water has 
come over the green weeds that had been growing along 
shore Now the fish are feeding in the weeds, and it’s a hard 
place to fish.” 


POMME DE TERRE; White bass are rated very good on 
trolled baits such as Roadrunners. Topwaters such as Tiny 
Torpedoes and little spinners also have been working. Most 
are being taken at dusk or later Black bass fishing has also 
picked up. with spinner baits or black or purple plastic 
worms doing the trick. Crappie fishing is slow with the fish 
scattered around moss and weed beds. Some catfish are 
showing up on shad- or goldfish-baited trotlines 


Long road back for Lee 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) - 
The road back will be a long 
one for Lee Trevino.

Open tennis title in 22 years.

Wednesday night for the first 
time on a slow clay court. And 
for the first time in his life, he 
won a five-set match after los­ 
ing the first two sets,

anything.” the star from Fort 
Lauderdale. Fla., said. 


G o ttfried ’s win over 
Nastase in the quarter-finals, 
4-6, 3-6, 6-2, 6-2, 6-3, provoked 
the volatile Parisian crowd on 
the center court of Roland 
Garros to one of its most fren­ 
zied displays of cheering and 


counter-cheering. 
The at­ 
mosphere toward the end of 
the three-hour, 20-minute duel 
was more like a football game. 
By the end, Gottfried had 
mastered the mercurial 
Romanian completely. Yet for 
most of the first two sets the 
American was outplayed. 


Nastase had a devastating 
spell in which he won 11 games 
out of 12. 


Gottfried was playing his 
usual game, thumping down 
big services and moving up to 
the net for the volley. He found 
these, tactics did'not work 
against 
Nastase, one of 
E u r o p e ’ s c la y co u rt 
specialists. Nastase played a 
thoughtful game from the 
back of the court and steered 
strokes past his opponent for 
the points that mattered. 
The match began to turn 


Gottfried’s way when he broke 
Nastase’s service for a 3-1 
lead in the third set.

Cover concern 
Conservation agents are reporting that Missouri wildlife 
habitat continues to erode and that many people who fed 
animals through the bitter winter have not carried through 
with plans to plant food plots 
“ It’s amazing how quickly people forget,” said Chet Ver- 
maas, Sedalia area district supervisor, in this week's Depart­ 
ment of Conservation newsletter “ Only a few short weeks 
ago folks were wanting to feed the hungry birds, but now the 
interest has dropped off sharply and few indicate any plans to 
plant food plots for the season ahead 
“ The truth is the bulldozers are again ripping away at the 
remaining hedge rows and dwindling cover. What few food 
plots and cover bundles that are planted wouldn’t begin to 
hold a candle to just one day’s operation with bulldozer and 
chain saw.” 
Similar discouraging reports come from the ends of the 
state. 
“ Cover is disappearing steadily.” said Reed Laney from 
DeKalb County 
“ Ditches, hedges and brush patches fall to the bulldozer 
each day with no letup in sight,” said Atchison County con­ 
servation agent Dick Sperber 
“ Forest wildlife habitat continues to be methodically 
destroyed by the bulldozer in Ozark County.” saiJ district 
supervisor Bill Hailey “ Along with the clearing, a large 
number of dozer heaps were burned during the month, mak­ 
ing the destruction complete” 
Nationally, the trend is the same Since the National 
Wildlife Federation began taking the environmental 
temperature of the country in 1970, the trend for wildlife has 
declined steadily — from an index of 60 in 1970 to 45 in 1977. 
The federation says more persons must be prepared to 
shoulder a greater share of the mounting financial burden for 
habitat acquisition and protection. 
Missouri, despite its problems, is better off than many- 
other states. By passing the one-eighth of one per cent sales 
tax last year, the state has an income dedicated to wildlife 
and forestry conservation Some four-fifths of the income in 
the first year will go for acquisition of wildlife habitat. The 
tax takes effect next month

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a setback 
for Presid ent Carter’s energy program, 
the Hou se v oted ov erwhelmingly on 
Thu rsd ay to d eny the new energy 
secretary the power to set natu ral gas 
prices. 
Instead , the Hou se gav e thë au thority 
to a fiv e-member board , d espite Carter 
ad ministration insistence that a com­ 
prehensiv e energy policy requ ired that a 
single ad ministrator hav e that power. 
The Hou se also approv ed two steps to 
fu rther limit the powers of the planed 
new d epartment. One wou ld prev ent the 
Presid ent from reorganizing the price- 
setting board ou t of ex istence. A second 
step wou ld giv e Congress v eto au thority 
ov er regu lations issu ed by the energy 
d epartment. 
The d ebate on the price-setting powers 
centered on how mu ch au thority shou ld 
be giv en the new energy chief. 
“This kind of power is too mu ch in the 
hand s of one person,” said Rep. John 
Moss, D-Calif., whose amend ment giv ing 
the ind epend ent 
board price-setting 
au thority 
was su pported by Hou se 
Repu blicans and a coalition inclu d ing 
consu mer organizations. 
A final v ote on creating Carter’s pro­ 
posed new energy d epartment was pu t 
off u ntil Frid ay . 
The Senate has approv ed an energy 
d epartment bill which also creates

health care for the poor. 
The probe is to to be head ed by Tom 
Morris, the new inspector general of the 
Department of Health, Ed u cation and 
Welfare. Ad ministration sou rces say 
Morris is now try ing to rou nd u p su pport 
among state and local officials for a 


cooperativ e campaign. 
On Thu rsd ay , a spokesman for Morris 
confirmed reports of the plan and said 
d octors and pharmacists will be special 
targets becau se a recent stu d y in 
Massachu setts ind icated “the greatest 
retu rn” in financial terms can be ex ­ 
pected by concentrating on those two 
grou ps. 
Nu rsing homes, laboratories, clinics, 
hospitals and d entists who bill Med icaid 
for care they giv e the poor also will get 
continu ing scru tiny , the spokesman said 
The sou rces said Morris’ office, which 


was created by Congress last y ear m 
response to wid espread reports of frau d 
and abu se in NIed icaid and welfare 
pay ments, is ru nning compu ter checks of 
all Med icaid billings from Febru ary 1976 
to Febru ary of this y ear to pick ou t 
su spiciou s cases. 
“The names kicked ou t by the com­ 
pu ter are now being v erified to make 
su re they weren’t prod u ced by compu ter 
error and then we’ll be read y to mov e,” 
the sou rces said .

from $9 03,511 in 1976 to $9 57,138 in 19 77; 
total operating ex penses increased from 
$379,021 in 1976 to $417,89 0 in 19 77; net in­ 
come for the y ear was $258,255 in 1976 
and $247,6 41 in 19 77; gross sales of w ater 
increased from $884.76 5 in 1976 to $9 24.9 6 3 
in 1977 with the net operating rev enu e 
showing a slight d ecrease from $286 .9 87 
in 1976 to $284.233 in 1977.

on new constru ction projects u nd ertaken 
by the d epartment. 
In all su ch new constru ction work, the 
bill for office and paperwork ex penses is 
set at 5 per cent of the total constru ction 
cost. This is a stand ard billing practice 
among city water companies, Tay lor in­ 
d icated . He ad d ed that the au d itors su g­ 
gested the re-ev alu ation of this 5 per cent 
charge with the possibility in mind of in­ 
creasing it. This 5 pt'r cent figu re has 
been u sed to compu te paperwork costs 
since at least 1951, w’hen he joined the 
water d epartment. Tav lor said . In Jef­ 


ferson City , Tay lor noted , this percent­ 
age figu re for paperwork costs is arou nd 
20 'er cent of the total constru ction cost 
Tay lor emphasized that this paper­ 
work cost is ad d ed on only for new con­ 
stru ction projects, su ch as bu ild ing or ex ­ 
tend ing w ater lines, and not for ord inary 
repair projects. 
The board also learned , from a report 
giVen by Tay lor, that the Sed alia water 
plant is the only one in the state now- 
operating u nd er a no-d ischarge sy stem, 


Tay lor ex plained that in Febru ary of 
1976. the d epartment obtained a permit

House scrutinizes 
energy department 


WASHINGTON i AP) — Amid complaints that the gov ernment is abou t 
to acqu ire an ex cessiv ely powerfu l energy czar, the Hou se prepared on 
Thu rsd ay to v ote on Presid ent Carter’s proposed new energy 
d epartment. 
The new Cabinet-lev el d epartment, alread y approv ed by the Senate in a 
slightly d ifferent v ersion, wou ld hav e broad powers to carry ou t the 
Presid ent’s energy plan, also mov ing in Congress. 
The actu al energy policies that wou ld be carried ou t by the new d epart­ 
ment also are being d rafted in Congress, The Hou se energy su bcom­ 
mittee writing the policy bill began work Thu rsd ay with a d raft that 
wou ld make home insu lation mand atory . 
The Carter ad ministration has said su ch a mand atory approach might 
be necessary if v olu ntary efforts fail. The panel’s first d raft wou ld re­ 
qu ire that no home cou ld be sold with fed eral mortgage gu arantees after 
Jan. 1,19 85, u nless it met fed eral insu lation stand ard s. The su bcommittee 
su spend ed work for the d ay withou t v oting on the d raft. 
Creation of the new energy d epartment inv olv es a massiv e 
combination of the powers of the Fed eral Power Commission, the 
Fed eral Energy Ad ministration and the Energy Research and Dev elop­ 
ment Ad ministration. 
The new agency will be the first Cabinet d epartment created since the 
Transportation Department was set u p in 1966. 
Before the energy d epartment v ote, opponents said the new energy 
secretary , ex pected to be White Hou se ad v iser James R. Schlesinger, 
wou ld be giv en too mu ch power. And there was a bipartisan mov e to d eny 
Schlesinger the power to set interstate natu ral gas prices, a fu nction now 
carried ou t by the power commission. 
Rep John Moss, D-Calif., su pported by some Hou se Repu blicans, mov ­ 
ed to giv e natu ral gas pricing powers to an ind epend ent fiv e-member 
energy regu latory commission within the energy d epartment. 
Rep. John Cony ers, D-Mich.. went ev en fu rther, introd u cing an amend ­ 
ment which wou ld keep su ch a commission ou tsid e the d epartment and 
giv e it price-setting au thority ov er both natu ral gas and oil 
Moss said that u nd er Carter’s plan, “The power (giv en the secretary ) 
is far in ex cess of that need ed to carry ou t policies of a d epartment of 
energy .” 
Rep. Robert E. Bau man, RMd ., also criticized Carter’s plan, say ing the 
proposed new d epartment will begin as a "monster bu reacracy ” whose 
$10.6 billion bu d get and 20,000 employ es will inev itably swell far bey ond 
Its initial size; 
Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Tex ., chairman of the Gov ernment Operations 
Committee which had approv ed the ad ministration reorganization plan, 
replied that the new secretar\- will hav e no new powers bey ond those ex ­ 
isting in the fed eral bu reau cracy . 
“Far from creating an energy czar, who will hav e d ictatorial powers 
ov er ou r liv es and economy ,” Brooks said , “we hav e created an office 
with balanced , carefu lly prescribed powers.” 


Sudden hail storm ruins 


crops in G reen Ridge area 


GREEN RIDGE — A su d d en hail storm abou t three miles east of here 
Wed nesd ay afternoon d u mped more than a foot of hail onto the grou nd 
and pou nd ed wheat and oat crops into the earth. Thu rsd ay it was learned 
that most of the crops cou ld not be salv aged . 
The marble-sized ice pellets pu mmelled Ju lian Bagby 's entire 1,500 
acre farm , inclu d ing 40 acres of oats and 250 acres of corn. Nu merofls 
other farm s in the im med iate v icinity also su ffered heav y crop d amage. 
The storm was the second to hit the immed iate area in three y ears. 
“ We got hit three y ears ago and y esterd ay we got it again,’’ said Mrs. 
W.C. Askew, whose hu sband manages the Bagby farm. “It ru ined things 
that time and it d id it again. The oats look like someone roiled ov er the 
field with a steam roller and the corn looks like it’s been shred d ed with a 
knife.” 
Dick Dalton, office m anager of the cou nty Agricu ltu ral Stabilization 
and Conserv ation Serv ice (ASCS) office, reported he "cou ld find no 
ev id ence of a large cov erage by the hail" and ad d ed that "it -(the haiU 
had pretty well d issipated ” by the time he briefly tou red the area 
Wed nesd ay night. 
Askew reported the hail to be abou t 18 or so inches in d epth in areas 
where it d rifted from the force of the wind , 
Dalton noted that farm ers with d amaged or d estroy ed crops can apply 
for special gov ernment program s d esigned to help them. Persons with 
d estroy ed wheat field .s can file d isaster applications for low-y ield 
pay m ents from the gov ernment Becau se the av erage wheat y ield in Pet­ 
tis Cou nty is 36 bu shels per acre, the pay ments u nd er this program will

giv ing free space and serv ices worth 
more than $^,00 a y ear to 
fou r 
Democratic and Repu blican election 
campaign committees. 
Three of the committees say they are 
mov ing to commercially rented office 
space this su mmer, and the fou rth is 
ex ploring the id ea of stay ing in its pre­ 
sent 
qu arters 
and pay ing rent to 
Congress 
Their pu rpose is to help their parties’ 
nominees win seats in Congress, They 
su pply research, ad v ice and political 
fu nd s. For y ears they hav e receiv ed free 
rent, 
heat, 
light, 
air 
cond itioning, 
janitorial serv ice and some fu rnitu re and 
office machines from Congress. 
Until recent y ears some staff members 
were on the congressional pay roll. Now 
salaries 
are paid throu gh priv ate 
political d onations, as are telephones, 
stationery , postage and other operating 
ex penses. 
The fou r committees occu py 7 ,6 :^ 
squ are feet of free office space in Senate 
and Hou se office bu ild ings, not in the 


Capitol itself. That is worth $80,010 per 
y ear at cu rrent av erage rental rates for 
commercial office space in Washington. 
Com mittee 
officials d eclined to 
estimate the v alu e of the other benefits 
They cou ld pu sh the total v alu e to more 
than $100,000 y early 
When Sen. 
Wend ell Ford , D-Ky . 
became chairman of the Democratic 
Senatorial Campaign Committee earlier 
this y ear, he annou nced he wou ld mov e it 
ou t of its free qu arters and into commer­ 
cially rented space. 
"He felt like political activ ities shou ld 
not be ru n at the ex pense of the tax ­ 
pay er,” said William S. Wester, ex ­ 
ecu tiv e d irector of the committee "To 
him it was ju st common sense” 
Sen Robert Packwood , R-Ore , said he 
wou ld mov e the Repu blican Senatorial 
Campaign Committee, too Both Senate 
grou ps plan to be in new qu arters by Ju ly 
or Au gu st.
